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Eing ordered to come to my Tryal this laſt Term, but finding it to be defer- 
red for ſome longer time, is the reaſon why I have publiſht my Caſe, being in- 
formed that ſome of thoſe Perſons with whom I was concerned are gone, par- 
ticularly Mr. LUeſtrange, and likewiſe that Captain Ely has abſented himſelf, 
who is one of the principal Abettors in my Buſineſs, and therefore is particularly 
mentioned with me, 1a the Information which is Fil'd againſt me on the Crown 
| | Sides - * 

Another Reaſon which induced me toPrint my Cafe is, that though very few do underſtand 
it, yet every one thinks himſelf a.competent Judge, and. with a clamorous Noiſe ' ( common 


to the Rabble eſpecially, ) exclaiming againſt me, becauſe my Father-is concerned in this Af- 


fair; which therefore in all Perſons Opinions renders me the more contemptible, I muſt lay 
my Hand on my Mouth, and confeſs, it isa thing very. unnatural; and contrary tothe Laws of 
Godand Nature, which the very Heathens did abhor, that a Son ſhould ſeek to ruine hisown 
Parent, who gave him being ; Beinga Crime of a very black and deformed Aſpect, but hear- 
ing that it is commonly reported, that I ſhould ſwear againſt my Father to take away his Life, 
it is as Falſeas God is True, who ever wasthe,Author of that lying Rumor ; and though my 
Information upon which I was committed to Newgate, was drawn up in theſs Words, For 
high Miſdemeanours, and indeayouring by falſe Accuſations, and Snbornation of Perjury to de- 
fame the Kings Evidence, and all the Proſecution of the Popiſh Plot : Yet no ſuch thing as 
Perjury can be proved againſt me, as I hope will apparently appear, by the peruſalof theſe 
Sheets, in the caſe of L'Eftrange, who woyld willingly have ſworn me to the Objections I 
drew up againſt the Plot 3 But I wonld not conſent to it - But the great Reaſon why I was 
prevailed upon to write thoſe Objections was this, that Ely having a very wheedling and cun- 
ning Tongue, and finding me all along very tender. of my Fathers Safety, ( a Duty incum- 
bent onall Children ) and when ever Imentioned. him, with many deep Oaths, and ſolemn 
Aſſeverations aſſured me, that my Father ſhould not receive any the leaſt Dammage by. what 
Idid; and to uſe his own Expreſiion, ( which I have heard him. mare than once Repeat) that 
a hair of his Head ſhould not be hurt, this was the Argument which ingutpht meinthis Laby- 
rinthand Pit of Trouble; and though I do not deſire to palliate'my' Crime, yet I hope this 
Information will give ſome Satisfa&ion to all ſuch Perſons as have had no true account of it ; 
thatas it is my great Trouble, ſoit/ has been my Misfortune, to fall into the Hands of wicked 
Perſons, who through their Deluſions and Inftigations, did perſwade me to ruine not only 
my. ſelf, but ( that which ismore deplorable) likewiſe my innocent Relations; and this ac- 
cording to their Logick, under the; ſpecious -Title of undeceiving the Kingdom, as to the 
truth of the Plot ; and whilſt that. Lam confin'd to a Priſon (which isa kind of a liying Death) 
Lhope: the . Truth will be ſoughr-into.z . that thoſe who have been my Abettors, will not be . 
fuffered to eſcape Unpuniſht, baving madean ingenuous and full Confeſſion, deſirous ever ſince 
I was firſt ſummon'd to appear: b:-fore the Conntcel, to diſcoyer. the. Truths whom I have 
herediſplayed in her naked Simplicity, - without theafteation of good Language, or the flour- 
1ſhes of Rhetorick; being likewiſe very conſcientious; in the Relation; which | do not queſti- 
on will. be very acceptable toall Perſons who loveupright and plaindealing-,.-and though an . 
indelible CharaQter may be branded on me; for beingſo undutiful to my Father ; Yet I make 
no doubt that when my Caſe is weighed in the _—_ Ballance of an unbiaſt yr 
thovg 
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(though I do not expect to acquit my ſelf from being culpable) yet I ſay Ido not diſpair, but 
thoſe very Perſons who have moſt accuſed me, will paſs more favourable Cenſures, on my 1m- 
pious undertaking againſt the Kings Evidence, and thonghI may be condemn'd for a great Vil- 
lain, yet withal they will commiſerate my Condition, for hark'ning to ſuch evil Counceltors : 
for as that Wit is accounted beſt which is dear bought, ſo it will make me more careful for the fu- 
ture, to hearkento the like Advice; , who have ſadly found that Maxime true, Que ſupra nos, 
zthil ad nos, for young men as they are too foon prevailed upon to ac} thoſe things which often 
prove very prejudicial to them, and their Friends, for want of Judgment, and through inadyer- 
tency, being wholly unexperienced as to the things of this World; ſo when they imbrace good 
Counſel, and leave off thoſe ways, it merits Commendation : for it 1s the purſuit of an evil 
Action,which aggravates the Crime, and renders it the more odious, which Fault muſt he left to 
the Law to determine; for wikereI am guilty, as it willbetono purpoſe ts make any Apology 
for my ſelf; To where I am inffocent my own Conſcience wil acquit mefrontithe malevolent Re-

the Collar, cannot boaſt much of his Honefty or Loyalty, notwithſtanding all his fine Flouriſh- 
es in bis Appeal, and other Pamphiets ; for certainly if any Perſon make it his Buſmeſt and 
Study to pick holes in theKings Evidence, theſe things are inconſiſtent with the Loyalty of his 
Soveraign, and the good of the Proteſtant Religion, of which with fomany Oaths and ſolemn

© Abbutthe Month of May laſt, my Father did remove ont .of the Lodgings which he had in 
Whitehal, into the City, andIthen lodged with one Mr. King, in Shandeys Street, and being out 
ofall Employment, not knowing well howto fpend mytime, having formerly lodged with'one 
Mrs. Laze, 1 frequently went to her Houſe, which was to my beft remembrance about Fae or 
Fly laſt, where the faid Mrs: Lane did oftenask me what news there was, 4nd what was become 
ofthe PopiſhPlor ; and ſhe ſaidthat it was now apparent to all the World, 'that the Plot was 
contrived by the Presbyterians, that her Husband was wrongfuly torned out of his Place, and 
thather Son'Zaxe inthe Kings Bench was Fined and Pillory'd for ſpeaking the Truth ; butſheho- 
ped to ſee that day, when the Truth would be found ont, and that fheſhouldliveto fee Dottor 
Oates, and Mr. Bedloe hanged; for they had only been the difturbers of the Nation, inſtead of be- 
ing thePreferversof it: with ſuch like railing and impudent Diſcourſe. | 

- About the midſt of June 'or Fly going abovt ſome Buſineſs to Weſtwinſter Hall, I met old 
Mr. Lane, who defired me to goto his Houſe, which Idid, and there entring into diſconrſe 
with Mrs. Laze, ſhe told me amongſt other Diſcourſe, whichTcannot well remember, thatiſhe 

.had ſomething to ſay to me, which might make my Fortune forever, and that no Perſon was io 
fit to do what ſhe ſhould propoſe as my ſelf; I asked her, what that was, 'for having been for 
ſome conſiderable time out of all manner of Employment; I ſhould be very willing and ready 
to imbrace any honeſt way to geta Livelihood : Then ſhe replied Mr. Tonge if you will draw up 
ſome ObjeCtions againſt the Plot, you need not fear ſufficient -Encouragement,for I can procure ſe- 
veral Perſons thatwill ſtand by you; and I know a particular Friend one Captain Ely, which is a 
Perſon of very great Intereſt at Court, who will introduce you to the ſpeechof the King; and be- 


cauſe you may be tender of your Fathers welfare, he being inyolved with Doctor ay for 
ikely 
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likely to be mentioned with him in your Papers; I will-procure your Fathers: Pardon, by the 
meansof Captain Ely, for truly I did once look upon your Father, to bea very honeſt Man,burt 
now lam of the contrary Opinion, ſince Iam told he is in his Writings fo bitter againſt the Pa- 
piſts ; but notwithſtanding I verily believe, he was meerly drawn in by Doctor Oates ;, fo that 
your Father being innocent, it will be very calle to get his Pardon; upon which I repl”d1 did 
not know any thing of the Plot, Mrs. Lane anſwered that having written ſo many things for my 
Father, 1 could not be ſo ſtupid bar I could raiſe ſome Objections out of thoſe Papers, which if [ 
would do, ſhe would give me what Aſliſtance lay in her Power; after which Diſcourſe I went to 
my Lodging, ſhe having appointed me to come and ſee her again, as ſoonas I could, and then 
ſhe would give me a farther Account of her Sentiments concerning that Buſineſs. 

| I came not near her Houle a good while after, but her Husband having got knowledg of my 
Lodging, catne to me and ſaid, that his Wife had been ſeyeral times to ſeek Captain E!y,but could 
not Fd him; but now ſhe had found him our, and that he promiſed to be at her Houſe that Even- 
vg, and deſired me to go along with him, which at his importuning of mel did, and Mrs. Lane 
coll me ſhe had found out Captain Ely, who was very glad and willing to embrace the Offer; and 
had promiſed her to come, which Ely did, and calling for Drink fell into Diſcourſe with me con- 
cerning my Condition, and how 1lived;Itold him my Condition was not very plentiful,and here- 
plied God help you,and if I would take his Advice,l might quickly raiſe my Fortune; and ſaid like- 
wiſe,come Mr. Torge you are an ingenious young Man,and Iam perſwaded you know a great deal 
of this Plot, I mean as to the truth of it, as for my own particular part, atfirſt I did believe this 
Plot, and thought thus with my ſelf whenl heard that there was a Plot diſcovered to his Majeſty: 
God has been pleaſed to make theſe Perſons very Inſtrumental for the good of theſe Kingdoms ; 
afd therefore they ought to be encouraged and rewarded according to the Merit of ſuch Services; 
but when I did afterward ſeriouſly conſider what the Perſons were which pretended to diſcover it; 
being moſt of them Perſons of profligate Life, I was then quite of an other mind ; and nowIam 
ſo far from being of my former Opinion, that Ido no more believe the Plot, that none being pre- 
nt but you and I in this Room, any one (hould - endeavour to perſwade me that there are a 
thouſand Perſonsin company withus; and withal defired me according to Mrs. Lazes firſt requeſk 
that I would draw up ſome Objections againlt the Plot. Itold him I was Ignorant of any Tranſs 
ations of the Plot, _— that my Father brought Dodtor Oates into the Councel;z upon which 
Ely replied that was nothing to the Purpoſe, all the World knew har, bur if I brought any thing 
which might ſtand asan yo pw the Plot, it muſt be matter of Fact that muſt do the 
buſineſs; and ſomething of F and Contrivance muſt be proved to have been betwixt my 
Father and DoCtor Oare;,and that theſe muft be the meaſures I mult take to overthrow the Kings 
Evidence, and was very importunate with me to draw up ſome ſuch Papers, and told me he 
would meet me again at the ſame place the next Day. | | 

I having ſome Buſineſs at Veftminſter-Hall, at my rerurn called at Mrs. Lanes Houſe, expeCting 

Elys coming ; but miſſing of him1 went away in the Evening, and having drawn upa Paper, be+ 
ing very much troubled in ny Mind ,, I went to a Perſon whoſe Namel cannot remember, but 
was by his Profeſſion a Tallow-Chandler, and was before the Connce]), the firſt time that was 
Summoned to appear before the right Honourable Board. I read that Paper to this Perſon, who 
as ſoon as he had heard it, told me, Mr. Tonge thisis a very dangerons Paper, and may prove of 
ill Conſequence to you, and therefore as a Friend I would adyiſe you to burn it, and whoeyer 
thofe Perſons are who have adviſed you to this, they intend to ruine you, go near them no 
more, and -took his Advice, and burnt it, fully reſolving never to concern my if any more with 
Ely,and abſented my ſelf above a fortnight from Mrs. Laves Houſe; during my abſence old Mr. 
Lane and his Wife had been upon the hunt toſcek me, but could not find me; butotd Mr. Lane 
having been very diligent in his Enquiry, heard where 1 was, and went and told his Wife,who 
came. great haſt to me, and ſaid that Captain Elyhad been twice at her/Honſe, and was much 
troubled that I did not come; that ſhe had left -him at her Houſe; I:replied 1 did not care for 
concerning my ſelf with Ely, then ſaid ſhe youwill never have the .like Opportunity, to make 
your Fortune, therefore be Couragious, for you. have the beſt man (except one ) in Exglandon 
your ſide; and was very importunate with.me to write out ſome Objections againſt ;the Plot. 1, 
told her I had written ſome outalready, but:they were burnt / Nay ſaid ſhe if you falter thus.at 
the beginning you will never do no good ont. | told her:I hoped asſhe pretended to be my Friend, 
ſhe would not deſire me to act any thing againſt my Conſcience ;'then ſhe askedme if | had any 
Money, I told her no, ſays ſhe Iam but a poor Woman, yet here is aShilling for you, and douby 
not but you ſhall haye Encouragement enough. ſoſhe-made me promiſe her before ſhe left me, 
_— would draw up that Paper again, and come after her to her Houſe where Ely expet- 
ed me, "+6 $3 
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That Evening I came to Mrs. Lanes Houſe, and there I found Ely, who faid Mr. Tonze 1 am 
glad to ſee you, have you drawn vp that Paper, which you promiſed me ? I told himl1 had, and 
gaveit to him; Ety read it over, and ſmiling ſaid Mr. Torge this will do very well, but you 
mult pur your name toir, which I did, and afterwards Ely ſigned it, and to my beſt remem- 
brance old Mr. Lane and his Daughter likewiſe ſigned it, as being Witneſles; now ſays Ely you 
haveno reaſon to be afraid, for you have done no more, than 1 do my ſelf, and as he was go- 
ing away with the Paper, told me he would ſee me within two or three days, but he muſt rſt 
goto carry that Paper to the King, who was then at Windſore. <= 
Towards the end of Fuly, or the beginning of Auguſt, comes old Lane to my Lodging, and 
told me that Ely had ſent to his Houſe, and told me that I muſt go and ſpeak with the King, and 
that I muſt go to Ely's Houſe in Helborne : whenl came thither, Ely told me he had hired a Coach 
for himſelf, and me to go to Findſore ; that I muſt go and ſpeak with his Majeſty, and ſaid he had 
proffered a Guinny for apair of Oares, but could not haveit; I went along with him to 1/:nd- 
ſore, and as we were near the Town, Ely ſaid now Mr. Tonge you are going to ſpeak with the 
King, pray recollect your Memory, and fay ſomething that may give the King Satisfaction, for his 
Majeſty believes you know a great deal concerning the Plot, and be ſure remember to beg your 
Fathers Pardon, forl find you are very tender of his Safety; and Itold him he might aſſure 
himſelf I ſhould not forget todo that; fo ſoon as we came to Windſore, Ely brought. me to the 
Garter Tavern, and went immediately to find out Mr. Chiffins, where having had the Honenr to 
kiſs the Kings Hand, his Majeſty was pleaſed toask me ſeveral Queſtions not convenient to be 
related, and when I came from the King, I walked for ſome 'time in the next Room with Mr. 
Chiffns : who ſaid I did very well todiſcover it, if I knew any thing of the Plot, for aclear 
Conſcience was the moſt excellent thing in the World ; then Ely and my ſelf came away toge-, 
ther, andI askt him what Diſcourſehe had with the Kiug, he ſaid it wasnothing relating ro my 
Buſineſs ; but concerning ſome Forreſt Aﬀairs, 2nd he carried me from the Caſtle to the Garter 
Tavern, where after we had drunk ſeveral Bottles of Wine ( for by the way you muſt take this 
Note, when Ely had once ingaged me inthe Buſineſs, I was ſeldome very ſober.) he told me he 
thought I ſpoke as if I was afraid; I replied, the ſight of his Majeſty would daunt any Perſon; 
however ſays he be couragious, and ſtick to what you have done, and let me alone to manage the 
Intrigue : and then began ſeveral Healths to the Duke of Torke, and made me pledg him ; then 
hetold me he had given me nothing yet to encourage me, and gave me a Guinny, which he faid 
-was only an Earneſt, intending ſhortly to make it up a much bigger Sum, before I was many days 
older ; while we were drinking,there came in a ſtranger to us, who told me he heard I was upon a. 
very good Deſign, that he for his part did heartily pray, that God would aſliſt and dire® me, and 
that there wasno doubt to be made of it, but all good Catholiques, would likewiſe unanimouſly 
joyn with him in it, who did deſire the truth of the Plot to be found out ; and having drunk 
two or three Bottles of Wine with us, hetook his leave, then Ely told me that Perſon was a 
Portugueſe, and had been the Queens Cook along time; and is a very honeſt man, otherwiſe, I 
would not have made him privy to our Concerns ; for Secrecy is now very convenient, there- 
fore leſt I ſhould be diſcovered by my own Name,he would call me always Mr. Hudibras; and the 
next day I ſhould go with him to Londen, and when I came thither he called a Hackney Coach, 
and carried me to his own Houſe in Holborne ;, and leſt notice ſhould, be taken of me, he thought 
it would be very convenient for me to remove my ſelf to ſome private Lodging near himfelf; to 
which I replied, CaptainI cannot conveniently do that; for Mr. King with whom I Lodge isa ve- 
'Ty civil honeſt Man, and [have not paid him for my Diet nor Lodging; and I ſhould be thought 
very rudeto go away andleaye him, without giving him the leaſt notice; ſays he do not trouble 
your head for that, give mean account what you owe him,or any other Perſons about the Town 
and I will ſeefit paid ; ſo Igave himan Account of ſeveral Sums of Money which I owed, and 
- then he deſired his Wife to look me out a Lodging, which ſhe did and brought me to a Smiths 
Shop in Lyon Street near Bloomsbury, where Thad not continued long, but my Uncle fornd me 
out, and ſent his Man to ſpeak T_ me, whotold me that by a no leſs than miraculous Provyi- 
dence he was informed of the wicked Defignl was going about, and asked me what kind gf Per- 
ſon it was with whom I was concerned, I ſaid he went by the name-of Captain Ely, 'and was a 
very remarkable Perſon, for he had agreatred Scar down his Noſe, ,and my. Uncle ſaid he knew 
him, and that he wasa great Raſcal, and lived by cheating and*ſharking*about the Torn, and 
therefore not unworthily called by ſome Captain Bounce, my Uncle advifed meto be ingenuous 
with him, and to give him a true account, whatſoeyer had paſt betwixt Ely and me; which I did 
under my own: hand, and my Uncle adviſed me to have. a care of forſewaring myſelf, and what a 
grievous Sin Perjury was,that what I went about was very unnatural,being againſt my own Father. 


I ſaid I was beartily ſorry for what I had done, and was willing to diſcpyer whatever I knew, = 
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ſent ſeveral Lettersfo him, of what had paſt between us from time to time; yet Ely ſome wi y 
or other got notice, that I kept Correſpondence with my Uncle, and was very jealous of me, and 

went to enquire what Perſons came to ſpeak with me, and the people where lodged having in- 

formed him that. ſeveral Perſons had been there to inquire for me; ſaid, Mr. Tonye you do 

very ill in thus diſcovering your Lodging, and if you intend that this buſineſs ſhalleyer come to 

any perfeftion, pray keep your ſelf private from all manner of Company, except thoſe who1 

know yon may conhide in, otherwiſe you ſpoyl all, for ſach Intrigues as thele are, mult be manag- 

ed witha great deal of Prudence, for we havea great many Eyes over us; and after Dinner ſent 

me for my Linnen, which L left at my Lodging in Shandoys Street, and ſent his Wifeto pay what 

I owed there, and removed me inthe Evening to one Mrs. Nichols Houſe ir. Ollivers Ally in the 

Strand; and camealong with me, and rold Mrs. Nicholls he would pay for my Lodging, and de- 

fired-her tolet me have whatl wanted ; but before he went , gave me 2 particular charge,what 

ever I did to keep my ſelf private ; but the next day going into the Strand, I met one Mr. Coops 

er who had formerly been my Fathers Servant, who deſired meto gotodrink with him, and told 

me he heard that I was ingaged ina buſineſs againſt my Father. I {aid | had been with the King, 

and was counſelled by one Ely, and ſome others to draw up ſome Objections againſt the Plot; 

that Ely asked me what Perſons did write for my Farher; and that 1 had mentioned his Name to 

Ely, and gave him in a lift of ſeveral Perſons Names beſides, that did write for Doctor Oates,and 

that Ely was deſirous to ſpeak with n1m,and one Mr. Allen; and told me he would be at a Wine- 
Celler belonging to one Monſter Choquenx a Chirurgeon in the Savoy, and if he could ſee ſucha 

Perſon, he would willingly drink a Glaſs of Wine with him; and faid he was ſure of one Mr. Al- 
len, formerly Doctor Oates his Clark, and one or two more whoſe Names I cannot remember ; 

but ſaid, one of them would not declare any thing without a Protettion ; but they could ſwear 
ſuch things againſt Dotor Oares, that it would make a mans Hair ſtand anend to hear it; Mr.Coo- 
per told me he would go with me to the Celler,where being very merry,and after ſeveral Healths, 
Ely askt himif his name was Cooper, and if he had not formerly been my Fathers Servant, and writ 
for him, who replied he had written ſeveral things for Doctor Tonge, but had nothing to ſay as 
oainſt the Plot; ſays Ely, Mr. Cooper [do not deſire to compel you to any thing, but my thoughts 
are you might dovery well to joyn with Mr. Toxge, and recolleft your Memory, what Writings 
have gone through your Hands, and you ſhall have all poſſible Encouragement ; and if you 
pleaſe | will furniſh you with a very good Lodging ; and here is my very good Friend Monſreur 
Choqueux whol am confident will likewiſe afliſt you, to which Mr. Cooper made no reply, but ex- 
cuſed himſelfthat he could ſtay no longer,having appointed other Buſineſs, and rook his leave of 
them ; no ſooner was he gone, but Ely replied, this Cooper Simſon is a cunning Shaver, I do not 
like him, but I hope you have not been ſo imprudent asto let him know where your Lodging is; 
I told him I had, and that I look't upon Mr. Cooper to be a very civil honeſt man. Then Ely be- 
- gun to ſtorm, after his uſual rate, and ſaid, Ihadnomore wit than a Goole; and it was tonopur- 
poſe for him to remove me from one Lodging to an other, if I would let all the World know 
where I was; and then Mr. Choqueux and Ely conſulted over a Glaſs of Wine, what they ſhould do 
with me; andEly ſaid he thought it beſt to remoye me to one of Choquenx Lodgings in the S;- 
voy, and Mr. Choqueux promiſed Elyhe would provide mea Lodging, which accordingly hedid; 
and that I ſhould want for nothing - and ſays Ely, ſince I perceive Mr. Toxze is indiſpoſed, he ſhall 
ſay he is here only for the good of his health; yes ſays Choqueux that will do very well, other- 

wife I being a Papiſt may be brovght into Queſtion or entertaining him, and then they both 

parted, and Choqueux took me along with him. ' 

The next day Ely ſent for me to his Houſe, and after Dinner he told me he had received 107. 
by order from Mr. Chiffins, of which Sum he gave me 3 /. 10s. and bid mebe a good husband 
with it, and at the ſame time ſent twenty Shillings to one Mrs. Firzzerald to perſwade her to 
ſwear againſt my Father ; and though he produced a Note under her Hand before-the Councel, 
that he gave her that Money only out of Charity, ſhe being at that time very infirm, yet not- 
withſtanding this his plauſible pretence he was in hopes to have prevaited upon her, to have 
joyned with me, to ſwear againſt Doctor Oares ; this was the greateſt Sum 1 ever had of Ely, 
which after Thad received, he was ſtill importuning me to give him more Papers ; and coming 
to my Lodging, he told me he had hired an excellent travelling Mare, and I muſt go with him a- 
gain to VWindſore ; which 1 conſented to, and when we came within two Miles of W%ndſore, he told 
me, hemulſt cail at a place inthe great Park, which belonged to Mr. May the keeper of the 
Privy-Purſe; and there we were both very kindly and civilly entertained by one Mr. Nun, Mr. 
Mays Gentleman, and after Dinner Ely told me he would ſeal up the Papers, I had given him, 
and would convey them to the King, and Iexpettingto go along with him, he ſaid I muſt nor, 
but keep myſelf as private asI could, for ſhould I go to Wirdſore with: him, he was afraid notice 
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would be taken of me; he and Mr. Nur returned again inthe Evening, and Ely told me he had 
carefully delivered that Paper to his Majeſty, and faidit was the materialleſt PaperT had writ- 
ten, and told me he muſt go'to London next morning, but ſtaid two or three Days longer, be- 
cauſe he muſt kiſs the Dukes Hand ; then | came to Town with him again, and came to the S4- 
voy, where Mr. Chogueux made me very welcome, and told me Mr. Tonge if you hold on thus re- 
ſolutely, he did not queſtion but he ſhould live to ſee me agreat Man, and I might aſſure myſelf I 
ſhould want no Encouragement from him; for he would yenture his Blood inthe Cauſe, and for 
the good of the poor diſtreſſed Catholiques; who he ſaid were the molt innocent though cruelly 


- oppreſſed by the Proteſtants, that he was confident I believed it, and that he thought 1 was very 


real in what 1 went about, otierwiſe he would not have diſcourſed ſo much of his mind tome, 
and then weentred into other diſcourſe, and he ask*r me what Newsthere was at Windſor, I told 
himl1 had not been there, for Ely would not ſuffer me to go, and took my Leaye of him, and went 
ta my Lodging. | 
Towards the latter end of Auzuft, or the beginning of September, I called at Mrs. Lanes Houſe, 
fays ſhe Mr. Torge I thought you might have been more civil to me. I asked her what ſhe meant 
by that queſtion, for I never knew any thing of Incivility wherewith I could be taxed, in re- 
ſpect to herſelf and her Husband, butto my Power was willing to give them my Aſſiſtance; ſhe 
replied Ely had received 1co /. I told her it he had, 'twas morethan I knew of, for he told me he 
received but 101. which he told me was very inconſiderable, expecting to have received a much 
bigger Sum, of whichl1 received 3 4 105. Says ſhe,l took Captain Ely to bea very honeſt Man,o- 
therwiſe you may aſſure your ſelf I would not have recommended him to you; but now 1 find 
he is a cheating Raſcal, yet ſays old Lane, | beat the Buſhand Zly caught the Bird ; and ſaid, he 
Promiſed him aSum of Money, but it would be good when he could catch ir, that he had been 
at his Lodging, but got no more of him than a Shilling; then ſhe called her Husband old Foal, 
becauſe he did not go himſelf to Mr. Chiffins ; for ſhe believed having been one of the Yeomen of 
the Guard, his intereſt was as great at Court ,as Elys; and told me, Mr. Toxge if you will put 
your Bufineſs into my hands, Iknow a good Friend of mine who 1s acquainted with leveral great 
Perſons, that will procure you Money enough, but then you mult leave Ely off, and come from 
your Lodging and lyeat my Houſe, where you may be as private as you deſire ; there being 
a back Dore by her Houſe, that went into the Privy Garden, I told her I would conſider on it 
but ſaid, what between Ely and her, I was almoſt at my Wits end; and heartily wiſht I ha 
Reyer known, or been concern'd with either of them; fays ſhe never be daunted, le warrant 
you, be but ruled by me, your Buſineſs will go very well, and. told me Imuſt go into Arundel 
Street, and inquire for Mrs. Cellier, for ſhe was a Perſon {ne went to vilit frequently, who had 
morn very kind toher Son Fohn Lane in the Kings-Bench,and had promiſed her to give me what Af- 
tance ſhe could; I went as ſhe haddire&ted me, and found out Mrs. Celiers Lodgings; the told 
me ſhe did not know me, and askt me what was my Buſineſs; ſo I told her that I was recommend- 
ed to her by one Mrs. Lane, who told me ſhe wasa Perſon that was very fit to alliſt me in my 
Concerns; ſhe replied Mr. Tonge | am very glad to ſee you, lam very ſorry you have fo little 
Encouragement in your Buſineſs, I muſt confeſs I have been bit already for my Zeal in promo- 
ting the Catholick Cauſe, and have expended ſeyeral conſiderable Sums of Money upon that Ac- 
count; but Ihave a Book to print which will ſufficiently vindicate my Innocency, from all the 
falſe and malicious Calumnys which are daily caſt upon me; and will publiſh to the World the 
grand Villaniesand Rogueries of Oates, and Bedloe, and his Crue; and ſhall print nothing bur 
whatl have Witneſs to Confirm. Then the ſaid ſhe would give me what Aſſiſtance ſhe could, and 
told me of a great man ( but named him not ) that would likewiſe joyn with her, but what ſhe 
did for me, muſt be very privately managed ; and ſhe thought if I met her any where, the moſt 
convenient place would be to go over the Water, and there we might conſult together without any 
fear of Diſcovery ; and told me whenl came to her,it would be moſt convenient for me to come 
in the Evening, for fear of Diſcovery, for ſhe ſaid her Name was already. brought upon the 
Stage of the World, and therefore though ſhe was willing to aſliſt me privately, yet ſhe would 
not be ſcento appear in countenancing my Buſineſs, but if I had any thing todeliver to her, ſhe 
would carefully convey away any Papers to the Kings or Dukes Hands. 1 told her 1 had no Pa- 
pers, and then ſhe appointed me tocome and ſee her the next Day in the Evening, I came again 
to her Houſe, but ſhe not being within, according to her deſire Ileft a Note with her Maid, I 
had been there to.,wait upon her; and went away to find out Ely in Holborne, who gave me more 
Encouragement than ſhe did,and neyer went to her again. | EE ONE 
Some few Daysafter Mr. Chogueux invited one Crawly, Ely, myſelf and: one Mr. Hays with 
ſome others toa Fiſh Dinner, in the Savoy; where amongſt other general Diſcourle, Choguenx 
told methat he. would gladly haye me acquainted with Crawly, that he was-ayery honeſt _ 
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and a well-wiſner to my Buſineſs; and that he had informed him that ſome time ſince he got 
ſome Papers to be delivered in to the Dukeagainſt my Father ; to which Crawly replied he had 
given in ſome Papers againſt him by one Mr. Sherridon, and thould be very glad to renew that 
little Acquaintance he had formerly injoyed, when he writ for my Father, and that he was very + 
lad to hear that I was imbarqued in the ſame Cauſe with him ; that he had. heard ſome whiſpe- 
rings about the Town concerning my Buſineſs, and was very joyful that he had the Opportunity 
of diſcourſing me concerning that Affair; and ſaid he would give me a more large Account of 
His Buſineſs, and would take a n:ore ſeaſonable time to inform me of it, but aſſured me that mine 
had a very near Relation to his, and appointed me to meet him the next day at his Lodging, *' 
which then was at one Mrs. Tates Houſe in Monmouth Street near St. Giles in the Fields: and1 
promiſed him | would not fail to be with him in the Evening, for I was very defirous to hear 
his Buſineſs, with ſuch like Diſcourſe, 

The next Day I went to find out Mr. Crawly, and there he gave me an Account of his Buſi- 
neſs, which was to my beſt Remembranceto this Effect, that about two years ſince, ( which he 
ſaid he remembred very well becauſe of the general Colds that were then in Town, ) he had 
ſome Writings of my Fathers to Tranſcribe concerning Parliaments, and a Copy of DoCtor 
Oates his Depoſitions, to Tranſcribe fairly; that Sr. William Waller coming there about to ſearch 
for Prieſts, had notice of him, who was then very bad with a Cold ; that Sr. 1/illiam Waller 
asked him what Employment he followed, he ſaid he ſtudied the Law, and took down tome Pa- 
pers which lay on the Shelf, and looking on them ſaid theſe Papers are Doctor T oges hand, and 
he knew it very well; to which Crawly replyed they were his Hand-Writing, and were ſome 
Overtures of his about Parliaments, and heimployed him to write them out fair ; that Sr. Wil- 
liam Waller took thoſe Papers away from him, and bid the ſaid Crawly go along with him, but 
upon his the ſaid Crawlys Requelt, telling Sr. William Waller he was very much indiſpoſed by rea- 
fon of his Cold; Sr. W:lkam ſuffered him to return to his Lodging, upon Promiſe that he would 
come to his Houſe the next Day. 

Moreover he told me that he went to Sr. Will;am Wallers Houſe, where he ſaid Sr. William Wals 
ler was at Dinner, and my Father with him, that Sr. W:1l;am ſaid to my Father, Doctor Tonge I 
took ſome Papers away from this Gentleman laſt Night, which he ſaid were your Hand, and 
was deſirous to know whether you knew him ; to which he told me my Father made Anſwer 
That he never ſaw him before in his Life, and did not know that he ever gave any ſuch Papers 
unto him ; that then he ſaid he took his Leave; and Iasking him whether Sr. William did re- 
ſtore thoſe Papers again to my Father ; he ſaid he was not certain whether he d1d or not; but 
had he had them in his Poſſeſſion, his intent was to have given them in with his other Papers to 
the Duke; for he lookt upon them to be very dangerons and treaſonable Papers; that he was 
very deſirous to ſpeak with Sr. W:/l;am Waller concerning it, but could never lince have the Op- 
portunity to ſpeak with him: this C-awly I ſuppoſe is a Papiſt, and is an Iriſh-man, and would 
oladly have per{waded me to leave Ely, and would have undertaken to manage his own, and my 
Buſineſs himſelf ; for he ſaid he had ſtudied the Law ſome conſiderable time, and therefore could 
give me better Advice than Ely; who as he was informed ( though he might be very Zealous for 
the good of the Catholiques) was wholly ignorant in the Law; he bid me conlider of it, if I 
would put my Buſineſs into his Hands, I told him { would conlider on it, and fo took my leave 
of him. 

Mr. Cooper had now found out my Lodgings in the Savoy, and came often to ſee me, and I 
told him that Mr. Choqueux, and Ely were very importunate to have Mrs. F::zgerald removed 
from her own Lodging, into one of Cyoquenx beſt Rooms, which he ſaid was very well hung, 
and fit to entertain her, and told me if ſhe would come thither ſhe ſhould want for no manner 
of Conveniency, and have all things to her Content and SatisfaCtion.; and propoſed to have her 
brought in a Sedan, if ſhe could not come by Water ; Mr. Cooper ſaid ſhe was 1o very infirm 
that it was altogether 1mpoilible ſhe could be removed as yet, without being very prejudici- 
al to her Health; and thenentring into Diſcourſe wich me about my own Bulineſs, I told him 
I could not tell what Choqueux and Ely intended to do with me - but here they kept me confi- 
ned to a Chamber,thatl ſaw none but them, and that I was extraordinary wearv of thaty Melau- 
choly Confinement - and defiring him toſtay a little, I went to call Mr. Choquexx : and when I 
returned again Mr. Cooper was gone, and took away two of my Papers, which were brought 
tothe Councel, one of which was read to me, but the other Doctor Oates told my Lord Char- 
cellour, he could not find : the next Day I miſt my Papers, and Ely coming to ſee me 1 told 
him ſomebody had taken ſome Papers from me, and 1 could not imagine who it ſhould be: 
then ſays he that Raſcal Cooper has betray'd us : I gave you ſufficient Warning of him, fo 
did Mr. Choqueux likewiſe more than once, but you would not take our Advice : therefore 
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you muſt remove immediately out of this Room; but not well knowing whither, he went t6 
his Friend Monſreur Choqueux to conſult with him about it; and they preſently hurried me a- 
way in great haſt to one Mr. Salsbarys near the Glaſſ-houſe in the Savoy; where Mr. Choguenx 
bargained with Mrs. Salisbury to pay three Shillingsa Week for my Lodging. and for my Dyer, 
until he could provide for meto Dine ſomewhere elſe; and Chogueux and Ely did both lay a 
very {tri Charge on me, to keep my ſelf very private, and never to have any more Conyer- 
ſation with Mr. Cooper, for he would certainly ruine the whole Deſign; and if I ſtirred ont he 
would certainly find me, for he was often ſeen in the Savoy: 1 had not been above a Week at 
Mrs. Salisburys, but Elycomes to me again : andI ask't him what News there was abroad, for I 
liveda kindof Anchorers Life, and ſaw no body, and ſhould be extreme Melancholly were it not 
for the Society I took in ſome pleaſant Buoks which Mr. Salisbary lent me: he faid there was 
no good News, for he was informed that Doctor Oates had delivered a Petition in to the Conn- 
cel againſt me and himſelf, for Subornation and Perjury, and Defaming the Kings Evidence; 
but bid me be of good Courage, for all his Huffing and Bluſtring could do me no harm, for he 
was told he found ſuch cold Entertainment, that he believed he would not appear againſt me a- 
gain in haſt : that DoCtor Oates was heard to ſay, to a Perſon of Honour theſe Words, Now 
my Lord if you do not ſtand by me, Iand the Kingdome'sruin'd : and faid hecauſe thoſe Papers 
were all looſe, andapt to be ſcattered and loſt, which delivered to his Majeſty, he thought it 
would be very convenient for me to recollect my Memory, and draw all thoſe Papers into one 
ſheer of Paper; that being informed that my Father was very well acquainted with ſeveral] 
Lords which were thought to be rigid Presbyterians ; he bid me beſure to remember to inſert 
ſome of their Names, as Contrivers of the popiſh Plot ; for he ſaid that ſeveral Perſons about 
the Town did believe it to be a Presbyterian Plot, and the Papiſts had no hands in it, and that 
he had one of my Papers and would ſend it me ; I told him Iwould endeavour to draw up thoſe 


- Papersinto one Sheet, but I had noCoppies by me, which would very much help me, if I had 


keptany ; he ſaid Mr. Crawly had drawnup his Papers again at large, that there was at leaſt two 
or three Sheets of Paper, which he was ready to depoſe upon Oath, and did intend when mine 
were written out, to deliver them together ; that Mr. C-awly was a very zealous Perſon in my 
Buſineſs, and that I might help to corroborate his Teſtimony, which would make his Evidence 
the more conſiderable, the more Witneſſes were in it, and did joyn themſelves together to defend 
and make out the ſame thing ; and deſired me to diſpatch my Paper as ſoon as I could ; but not 
being very well, 1 did not thendo it, and ſent him aLetter which to my beſt remembrance was 
to this Effect, for I have not the Coppy by me; That my Sentiment was 1 ſhould be look*t upon 
asa great Raſcal, and a very undutiful Perſon for what I had already done; that 1 was at preſent 
very much indifpoſed and could not Write. To which he returned me this ſhort Anſwer, a foul 
Coppy of one of the Papers hedeliveredto the King, being incloſed in the Letter, the Words 


of which wereto this Effect.

On the Thurſday Morning very early comes Ely to me, and having written out that Paper, 
he took it along with him; and told me that Mr. Crawly, and one Mr. Murphy an Iriſh-man, and 
a Schoolmaſter about the Town, and who had formerly been a Student at Pars for ſome time, 
would likewiſe goalong with us to Windſore, and taking a Sculler we landed as near to Chearing- 
Croſs as we could, and the Coach not being ready, we went and ſtayed at aStrong-water Shop 
near the Goar Tavern; where Ely changed aGuinny, and there we all three took Coach, and 
went for Windſore, and ſome Strangers being with us, Ely whiſpered me in the Ear, and faid I 


was generally too talkative, and bid me have a great care I did not ſpeak a word of any Con- 
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corns we were going about, whilſt we werejn the Coach; when we came? to Windſor, Ely gave 
us a Treat at the French Ordinary, and after Dinner inquiring for a Lodging for us, we were 
directed toa Pewterers Houle near the Garter Tavern, where Ely bargained for our Lodging ; 
and the next Day Ely took mine and Crawly's Papers, and cariied them to rhe King or the. 
Duke; and told methar his Majeſty ſaid that my Uncle had been with one of the Secretaries of 
State, and that I had given my Uncle a Re<cantation, and declared in that Paper, that the Pa- 
piſts had ſet me on to {ivear againſt my Father, and DoCtor Oares, that they were the Contri- 
vers of the Popiſh Plot ; and E!y faid he told rhe King, that he was ſo far from believing any, 
ſuch thing, that on the contrary he was ſo confident of my Reallity ; that if it were ſo he would 
give his Majeſties Tooth-drawer leave to pull out all his Teeth one after another; and when 
he returned again, he ſaid though it were not true, I ſhould do very well to vindicate my ſelf to 
the King from that Calumny and Aſperſion ( as he termed it ) that my Uncle had caſt upon me, 
ſo he and Crawly drew up ſome Words to that purpoſe, and carried them to the King; which 
Words were Thar I never had given my Uncle any Recanration : After the Papers were delive- 
red, C-awly went ſeveral timesto the Caſtleto look out Mr. Sher7i4on, who as he ſaid was a great 
Fayourite of the Dukes, and one in whom he did very much confide; bur could not-as yer find 
him out, though he was informed he was certaialy in Town, and ſaid he would very gladly have 
ſpoken with Mr. Sherridor, becaule he faithfully had promiſed him upon the firſt delivery of his 
Papers into his Hands, ( which was ſome conſiderable time before he heard any thing of my bu- 
ſineſs.) that he would ſafely deliver his Papers to the Dukes Hands; but could never ince the de- - 
livery of them, hear any thing concerning it; and ſeemed to be very much troubled. Ely bid. 
him not trouble his Head with Mr. Sherridon, for he told Crawly he believed he was much mi(- 
taken in him, that he was not ſo real in his Buſineſs as he took him to be ; and that the next Day 
he would give him an account of his Papers irom the Duke himſelf; and getting up very 
early in the Morning, he told Crawly at hjs return from the Caſtle, he had been with 
the Duke, and kiſt his Hand, and askt him concerning thoſe Papers which were given to Mr. 
Sherridon, but rhat his Royal Highneſs anſwered hedid not remember that he had received any 
ſuch Papers; and Ely faid as ſoon as he came 'in, all the relt withdrew to the other fide of the 
Room ; and ſaid he had above half an Hours Diſcourſe with the Duke, . but did not mention a- 
ny Particulars, excepting Cr-awlys Papers, which Papers Crawly pretended were tranſcribed ovt 
of my Fathers Originals concermng Parliaments; and the two 14rphys both Papiſts were ta 
be Witneſſes to thoſe Papers; and one Mr. Bryan, now or very lately a Priſoner in the Gatehouſe 

concerning the Duke of Buckingham; was likewiſe to be an Evidence, from whom ( he told me 3 
he had thoſe Papers of my Fathers, becauſe (' C-awly ſaid ) being written very badly, Brian could 
not read them yery well, therefore delired him tg tranſcribe them. Ely whilſt he was at Windſor, 
went often to ſpeak with Mr. Chiffs, but he little regarded him, and ſaid he made him wait maz 
ny times an hour or two, before he could get admiſſion to ſpeak with him ; ſo that wanting Moy - 
ney he was compeld to pawn his Silver hilted Sword, to one of the Drawers of the Garter Ta- 
vern for 205. and ſeveral other things, his Ring from his Finger, cc. to ſupply us with Money 
for Dyet, beſides what he borrowed of the Gentle-woman where we uſually dined , and faid he 
would Pawn his Shirt from his Back;. where he faw Perſons fo real as we were, in ſuch an impor- 
tant Concernas we were about; but finding V/:7zdſor very chargeable, and his Money near gon, 
he ſent a Letter to his Friend Mou»ſtexr Choqueus to delire him to fend him three Pound, other- 
wiſe he could not get from V/iudſor, for he and his Company were pawned for it; and could 
not pay for his Lodging before he received it; Choquerx {ent him three Pounds, and told me he 
was troubled to get it, being forced to pawn a Pieceof Plate; then. Myrphy ſeeing I ſuppoſe that 
Ely was only put off with Delays, and that there was no probability of his doing any good at 
VVindſor, having ſome Money lefr, begged Elys Excule, and went to Londop, becaule his Schollers 
expected his coming, and wiſhr him all imaginable Succels in his Buſineſs; and promiſed bim 
that his Aſſiſtance ſhould not be wanting, in the furthering of the Buſineſs; and that when it 
cameto the Touch-ſtone he ſhould find it ſo. After Crawly and I had ſtaid thirteen or fourteen 
Days, -Ely hired apair of Oars for us, and gave. me a, Crown to, bear our Charges to London, and 
landing at the SavoyStairs I came to Mr. Choquenx Lodgings.; and told him what had palt ſince 
our.being at YVindſor, and Choquenx ſaid he very much wondered we ſtaid ſo long; for he did 
expect us within two or three Days; and had provideda'gentile Dinner for us, and ſeyeral Bottles 
of Wine, toentertainus; I told him the Buſineſs went but very croſly at V/dſor, that Ely did 
nothing but ſtorm and fret ſince he came thither, becauſe he found himſelf ſo flighted, and mer 
with ſuch perpetual Diſappointments; that he had ſent a huffing. Letter to Mr. Chiffins to his 
Country Houle called Filbrds near V Vindſor by Mr. Murphy, bnt Mr. Chiffas was gone ere he came, 
and.that he thought Mr. Chifins did very little G lum, that he told.me he wopld be at Loud- 
dos 072 
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on the next Day; but did not come till the Court removed from Wizdſor to Fhitchal, by reaſon 
he was very much indiſpoſed by a Surffet with drinking too much Clarret Wine, anda great 
Logſneſs which was ſo violent upon him, that he could ſcarce fit his Horſe, which was the rea- 
{on that he ſtaid longer than he intended to do. : | 

After Elys return ro London, he came to Mr. Choqueux Lodgings, and told me he believed my 
Papers were ſufficient to overthrow the Evidence, but would I do the Buſineſs thoroughly, 
andſtrikeat the Root of the Plot; it muſt be by drawing up ſome Papers relating to the Death 
of Sr. Edmund-bury Godfrey, for he ſaid none ſhould make him believe, thar thoſe Papiſts which 
were generally believed to Murder him, had any Hand in his Blood, for he faid it was much 
more probable that the Proteſtants did it, that they might be revenged upon the Roman Ca- 
tholiques;z and likewiſe added that there wasa Club of Presbyterian Lords in the City, who 
plotted the Deitruttion of the eſtabliſht Monarchical Government ; that the Duke of Monmouth 
weit often thither, and they made uſe of him only to promote their own Ambitious Deſigns, 
never intending ( whatever might be their Pretenſions ) to make him King of England, but they 
only gave him fair Words to maintain and countenance their Faction, and therefore his Health 
was to the Duke of Tork, and God dam all the Fanaticks ; he faid likewiſe that Mr. Praxnce 
was a great Raſcal, that he knew nothing of Sr. E. B. G. Death, but what was extorted from 
hith by ſeveral Lords that cameto ſee him; and ſays he was ready, and ſeveral others that were 
then in Newgate with him, to depoſe upon Oath, that he cry'd and rav'd along time likea mad 
Man, whenhe was viſited by ſeveral Perſons of Quality, and deſired to confeſs the truth of that 
barbarous and bloody Murther; thatall they could get of him, was he knew nothing, he knew 
nothing, he would not be guilty of innocent Blood, no Guilt, no Guilt oh King; and ſuch ſtrange 
Expteions, till through the important Solicitations of thoſe that came to fce him, he was pre- 
yailed on to fave his own Life, to confeſs that which according to his own Confeſſion he knew 
nothing of ; which is much the ſame Story that the Lady Rampant, Mrs. Cellier the Popiſh Mid- 
wife, relates in her lying Popiſh Legend concerning Mr. Prawrce ; likewiſe he ſaid that the right 
Honourable the Earl of Shaftsbury was the chiefof that rebellious Fanarical Club; and told me 


a concerning a very dangerous and treaſonable Paper,which was ſuppoſed to be Written by 
aPerſon who was kept a long time aPriſoner in the Tower, becauſe he had thoughts to make 


very of the Popiſh Plot, that there was a great Sum of Money offered for any Perſon that 
6ould take him; for the Paper was fathered on him; but by the contents of it, ir ſeemed to re- 
liſh of Fanatick Principles, and thatmy Lord Shaftsbury was by ſome ſuſpeCted to be the Author 
of it; likewiſe he ſays that it was by the Lord Shaftsbwrys Orders and DireCtions that the reſt 
moved, he being accounted by all Perſons, an excellent Statesman.,and very profound Politician 
and id mtoreover that he was informed that the Earl of Shaſesbury was come in, and made ſome 
very great Diſcovery to his Majeſty concerning the Deſigns of the Presbyterians againſt the Go- 
vernmenit, which if it was ſo he ſaid, then adieu'to the Popiſh Plot, for if this be true, (which 
I'donot much doubt, having received it from ſuch very good Hands, ) this will help admirable 
well to back what you have written concerning ſome Lords,thought to be well wiſhers to the Preſ- 
byterian Party ; upon ſeveral Diſcourſes which we have had together upon that Subject; upon 
this Qneſtion of theſe Lords Iwas examined before his Majeſty, and my Lord Chancellour ; that 
what 1 writ concerning them was upon the Inſtigation of E!y, who ſaid if there were any Plot, 
it muſt be a Presbyterian one, for his part he ſaid, he thought I ſhould do the Nation avery great 
piece of Service, by undeciving ofthemas to that particular of Sr. E. B. G. Death, by diſcover- 
ing what Iknew of it. Itold himT was ſo far from knowing any thing of his Death, that I was 
then ovt of Town, when the firſt Diſcourſe of his Death was ſpread abroad; 1 told him there 
was ſufficient Circumſtances, and manifeſt Evidence to prove that the Papiſts were the Authors 
of that bloody ACt; Itold him I knew one Mr. /Vren who was a Gentleman thatI had ſeen ſeye- 
ral times with my Father, but had no acquaintance with him ; thatI thooght did make ſome con- 
ſiderable Diſcovery to my Father concerning his Death, after Mr. Bed/oe had declared his; but 
came 1n too late, and had no encouragement to make any farther Enquiry, and Ely asking where 
that Perſon Lodged, Itold himI conld notrell, having nat ſeen him for ſotne time : he asked 
me if I could no ways find out his Lodging, I told him 1 believed Mr Cooper might dire&t me, and 
he deſired me when I ſaw Mr. Cooper that I would enquire of him where his Lodging was, andI 
promiſed him I would, and ſo took my Leave of him. | 
The next morning I went to Mr. Coopers Lodging, and askt him if he knew where Mr. VVrens 
Lodging was, for Ely had a great deſire to ſpeak with him ; he ſaid he believed he could, with 
a little recolleftion of his Memory, for he ſaid when he lived with my Father, he had been once 
or twiceathis Lodging; then he ſaidif he were not miſtaken, he lodged in Dukes Street in Co« 


vert Garden, and having found out his Lodging, a Maid came to us, and faid that Mr. VVres 
Was 
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was gone to the Tower, and they did notexpe@ him that Day, ſo we both returned to Eby, 


and told him we had found out Mr. Frens Lodgings; then he askt meif I hadever ſeen what 
his Diſcovery was; 1 told him1 had neverread it, then Ely replied if you never faw it, it is 
probable Mr. ens diſcovery agrees with Bedloes, and Praunces Narrative, and that will dous no 
good, ſo that without | were certain what it was he could ſay, I would have nothing to do with 
him; fo that Defign was quite broke off, Ely being I ſuppoſe fearful of Mr. Wren, and there- 
fore Mr. Cooper nor my ſelf, never went to look after him any more, 

In the Evening Mr. Choqueux came to ſee me, and told me he knew a very ingenious and ci- 
vil Perſon, one Mr. L'eſtranze, whom he would gladly have me acquainted with, for he was late» 
ly made a Juſtice of the Peace, and was very ſorry he did not think of him before; for being 
ofcen abroad about his Occaſions, he could not keep me company, nor aſliſt me ſo much as he 
defired ; ( and faid ) he was very much obliged to Zeſtrange for mentioning his Name, in his 
Witty Narrative, ( which he calls L':ranzes Narrative of the Plot ) for clearing and vindicating 
him from that lying Story of the Firebal which he kept by him, in his Chamber, reported thar 
they were for the fyring of the City, about which he ſaid there was ſuch a Noiſe, that ſeye- 
ral Files of Souldiers were ſent from the Councel to guard all that long Paſlage in the Savoy, 
from the Gare to his own Door, and were ordered to ſufter none to gq in andout ; hethen ask'd 
me if I knew Leſtrange, Ireply'd Idid not, but have heard ſeveral mention his Name; and told 
him if I were not miſtaken he licenced Books, He told me it was the very ſame Perſon, and 
he would if I pleaſed introduce me into his Acquaintance ; Irtold him Mr. Zeſtrange had there- 
Pute about the Town of a witty Man, but I never ſaw him in my life ; ſays Choqueux he was with 
me laſt Night, but did not ſtay long, but is excellent good Company, and of whoſe Society Ie 
ver was extreme deſirous ; I have invited tim to morrow about ſeven or eight in the Evening 
toa Collation, and then you may diſcourſe him. 

According as Choquenx had told me, he brought L'eſtrange with him, and there was none in 
the Room but my ſelf, before their coming in, though he ſpeaks of two young Men in his Dis 
alogue, but Lyes are accounted ſmall Faults with him, he can ealily ſwallow them, and he might 
be pardoned for ſuch Crimes, did he not err very groſly in very material Circumſtances; as 
ſoon as Mr. Choqueux came in he told L'eſtrange that my Name was Tonge, then L'eſtrange ſaid 
Mr. Toxge have 1 not ſeen you formerly at your Fathers Lodgings. at Whitehal. Itold him that 
tomy Remembrance Inever ſaw him there, but that I heard my Father mention his Name 
more than once, upon the Account of a Book which he wrote called the Roya! Martyr, which 
he ſtopped and would not permit it to be Licenced ; and that if I were not very miſtaken ( and 
therefore I would not. be too confident in what I faid ) my Father informed me that he had pur 
out ſeveral things in that Book, and faid it was a very dangerous Piece, and unleſs he would 


permit him to model it according to his own Capricious Humour, he could not Licence it,ard 


thereupon my Father was much troubled at his Sawcineſs, and ſent for his Book again ; theſe 
Words in Leſtranges Dialogue, Leſtrange makes Choqueux to ſpeak, for theſe are his own 
Words, yes ( ſays Mr, Choqueux) for refuſing to Licence his Royal Martyr , which he took 


. very ill at your Hands, of which Mr. Choquexx knew nothing of, but | ſhall take no fartherno. 


tice of L'eſtranges Abuſive and Lying Dialogue, for the whole Book 1s altogether extravagant 
and incoherent; and therefore not worth my while to make more Qnotations our of it; there- 
fore I ſhall proceed, then Mr. Choqueux Recommended me to LUeſftrange, as a Perſon yery wor+ 
thy of my Acquaintance, and told him I had drawn vp ſeveral Papers as Objections againſt the 
Plot; and he did preſume I ſhould be very glad of his Aſſiſtance therein; L'eſtrange told me he 
would to his Power Aſliſt me in what he covld, and ask'd me where my Papers were, for he 
would gladly peruſe them ; for he was informed thoſe Papers had very material Things in them 
againſt the Plot; that he was a great admirer of all ſach things, as he did not queſtion he had 
demonſtrated to the World, by his Colle&tions he had made concerning the Popiſh Plot, where 
Doftor Oates, was pleaſed to be ſilent ;, and faid that for his Part, he fonnd the whoje Plot was 
repleniſhed with nothing elſe but Improbabilities, and ridiculous Abfurdities ; and inſtanced 
in ſeveral general Tranſactions of the Plot, to wit, the unlikelihood of ſhooting bis Majeſty 
with ſilver Bullets in a ſcrew'd Gun, and L'eftrange faid he wonld prove it by Reaſon, that if 2- 
ny one ſhoot off ſuch a Gun charged with ſilver Bullets, the filver Buller would not give way, but 
come out a Slug ; and another ridiculous Story he mentioned, that if Doctor Oates went over to 
St. Omers, and diſcovered the Popilh Plot, by being there converſant with the Prieſts 2nd Je- 
ſuites, he ſaid it was very ſtrange he conld not tell, when he came over for England, where he 
firſt Landed; and then Choqueux and LUeſtrange fell into other Diſcourſe concerning the late 
Wars; and Zeſtrange told him he did intend to write Prince Ruperts Life, and askt Choquenx 
whether he could give himany Aſliltance; he ſaid he had ſome Memorials relating to the late 


Wars, | 
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Wars, but they were at Paris, ſothey both parted, -and going out with Deſtranre, Iasked him 
when I ſhonld wait upon him, andif he had any Writing, 1 would tranſcribe any thing for 
him whichhe had to Print, but he ſaid he had no ſuch Buſineſs, but that any Evening he ſhould 
be glad to ſee me, and Mr. Cheqnexx at his Houle in Holborne, and went bis way from us. 

The next Day after Mr. Choquexx went to Leſtrange his Houſe,and told me ne was newly gone 
out; but he ſaid to morrow in the Evening I ſhould go along with him to L'eſtrange, and Crawly 
coming to the Savoy before we were gon, wentalong with us; whoml ſuppoſe Leſtrange had no 
Acquaintance with; but C-awly went thinking he might have ſomething to ſay to him in relation 
£0 his Papers ; ſo ſoon as we came into the Room, where Lej#range was, he deſired Mr. Cho- 
greux and Crawly to withdraw, for he ſaid it look*'d too much like a Conſultation, who went 
out and expected my coming out in the Street ; then being together, heasked me whether I had 
a Coppy of that Information which was delivered to the King Irtold him I had not, only ſome 
looſe Papers relating to it ; but Icould recite ſeveral material Paſlages of ir; then L'eſtrange 
writ themdown ; and askt me whether Ihad no more to ſay, Irtold him 1 had not; and ſaid 
when he had more Leaſure, and hadall my Informations he would ſwear me to them; I told 
him1 did not care to be ſworn to any of my Papers, for when Ely hadoften deſired mel always 
refuſed it, for was ſufficiently Conſcious of the great Undutifulneſs, and what an imparalelled 
degree of Impiety it would be, if I ſhould ſwear-againſt my Father, to take away his Life; then 
L eſtrange ſaid he did not deſire to compel me to any thing, but now he was very buſy, and had 
much Writing to diſpatch, and deſired me to call on him ſome other time; ſo1took my Leave 
of him, and he gave me as I was going, one or two of his Pamphlets, and went to find out Mr. 
Choqueux and Crawly who expeCted my coming out, but being both gon away I went to Elys 
Houle, and there ll found them both, and Choguexx asked me what Mr. Zeſtrange ſaid to me,and 
how he reſented my Buſineſs. I told him thought heapproved of it very well, but ſaid he was 
very buſy, and took ſome Notes of what Ifaidin Writing, and delired me to come ſome other 
time; and Mr. Chequeux ſaid it was very well,. and that things of that Nature muſt not be puſhr 
on too faſt, but be managed with mature Deliberation; and ſaid ere it was long I ſhould wait on 
Leſtrange again; then Crawly replied he was the likelieſt Perſon that Chogueux could have pitcht 
on to do my Buſinefs; being a Perſon whoſe Parts and Ingenuity he much admired; and Crawly 
went to his Lodging in Monmouth Street, and I went with Chogueux to the Savoy. 

About a week after or thereabouts, there was a Meeting appointed by Zeſtranze and Ely at a 
Tavern near Chearing-croſs, where were in the lower Room Choquenx, Crawly, the two Murphys 
and myſelf, and Ely and Zeſtrange wereabove Stairs, before any of the reſt came ; where after 
we had drunk ſeveral Bottles of Wine, Ely.came down and faid that Letter which was very 
long, was to be fairly Tranſcribed that Night, and ſent to the King; Zeſtranze ſlipt down Stairs, 
and never came into the Room to us, tbough I was told, he did alliſt Ely to lndite it, and was 
with him above Stairs; then weall parted to our ſeveral Lodgings, and I went with Chogueuxto 
the Savoy. - 

Not xa after this, I was informed by Mr. Choqueux, that there had been one of the Kings 
Meſſengers, with a Warrant for him, and his Friend Ely, to appear before the Councel; at which 
Choqueux ſeemed to be very much ſtartled, and faid he had been no ways concerned with me on- 
ly in relation to my Health; and he did not queſtion but | would vindicate him before the Coun- 
cel; I told him I could not ſurmiſe before hand what Queſtions would be asked me by the Lords 
of the Councel, but he mightaſſure himſelf I would ſpeak nothing but the Truth, let it light 
whereit would; andin the Morning Ely, and Choqueux, with Doctor Oates were before the 
Councel, where was expected I ſhould have been, but did not come : but the next Week after I 
was likewiſe ſummoned toappear with them; and the Day before I went I informed Ely and Cho- 
queux that I had a Note in my Trunck, which I had from Doctor Caſtle alittle before I left him, 
that was at Mr. Kings in Shandoy: Street, which I thought might do me a kindneſs, and Ely, and 
Choqueux told me it would be very neceſlary that I ſhould have it; Ely came the next Morning 
ina Hackney Coach to the Savoy, and ſhook me by the Hand, Now Mr. Torge ſays he, you are 
this Day to go before the Councel; and do not fear but your Buſinefs is done, carry your felf 
but couragiouſly:this. firſt Brunt, and you ſhall have Backers enough to aſlilt you; I wiſh you 
good Snccels, and ſaid he would meetme at the Councel, at the appointed Hour between nine 
and ten of the Clock, but Iam afraid you have not Courage enough to go mantully through with 
it; and 1 wiſh wereinyour Caſe, toanſwer for you before the Councel, in a Butineſs of ſuch 
general good, and great Importance to the Nation; you will never have the like Opportunity a- 
gain to prefer your ſelf as isnow in your Hands; therefore he ſure you recollect your ſelf very 


well before you go, otherwiſe you will be trapt in your Diſcourſe, and you may be ſure _ 
at 


Oates will thunder againſt you ſufficiently, who is exccedingly iaraged againſt you, by w - 
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faw when Mr. Choquexx, and my ſelf, were laſt before the Councel ; when Ely was gone Cho 
quenx gave me a Guinny to fetch that Paper, and a Gentleman an Acquaintance of Choquenx 
went: along with me in a Hackney Coach to Mr. K:zgs to fetch that Paper; and thence he car- 
ried me to Whirehal, and coming before the Councel, having been askt ſeveral Queſtions by 
their Lordſhips in relation to the Plot, and three or four times Examined by my Lord Chancel- 
lour; I was committed to Newgate for high Miſdemeanours, and indeavouring by falſe Accuſa- 


tions and Subornation of Perjury to defame the Kings Evidence, and all the proſecutions of the 


Popith Plot ; I was firlt bronght by-one of the Kings Meſſengers into the Preſs-Yard, and there 
one Gyles that ſtood in the Pillory, inſinuated himſelt into my Acquaintance; and told me l muſt 


not be Melancholly, nor caſt down, for many times the Innocent had the misfortune to Suffer, 


but ſaid my Buſineſs was never the worſe, though I was committed to Newgate; and told meif 
I would not be wavering, but firm and Reſolute, he did not much queſtion but he could ingage 
Mrs.Cellier, that ſhe ſhould ſtand my Friend, and procure me Money, and what elſe I ſhould de- 
fire of her; whilſt I was in the Preſs-ygasd one Mrs. Elmes came likewiſe to me, and told me that 
now all theEyes of the Catholicks were upon me; and requeſted me what ever did not to go 
back, but ſtrenuouſly maintain my firſt Papers; and faid ſhe had a<conliderable Eſtate, and 1 
ſhould never want, whilſt ſhe had a Farthing in the World, and by her Interelt the {aid ſhe could 
procure more Friends, which would relieve me if they ſaw me couragiqus for the Catholique In- 
tereſt, to which | ſeemingly reply'd I would, ſoſhetook her leave; this Woman isa very zea- 
lous Papiſt, and an intimate Acquaintance of Monſieur Choquenzx. 

Whilſt I was inthe Preſs-yard, being adviſ'd by one of Mr. Choqueux Acquaintance,to write 
to Ely for ſome Relief, during my Confinement, and to deſire him to bail me our of Priſon, 1 
did, aslhad beeninformed his Friend Zeſtrange was Bail for him, and after ſome expeCtarion 
I received this Letter from Ely, very cunningly and cautiouſly Penned, but the whole drift of it, 


( as any Perfon may eaſily perceive) was to draw me into a Snare, to write Choguenx ſuch a Let- 


ter, that what he had done for me, wasonly for the good of my Health; and that he was no 
waysconcerned in the Subornation to induce me to ſwear againſt my Father and Doftor Oares, 
that they were the contrivers of the Popiſh-Plot ; Mr. Chiffins ſent Ely a Letter that Mr Chogue- 
xx ſhould take care of mein regardof my Health z and Ely ſhow*d me the Letter, nevertheleſs 
Choqueux was continually prompting me on, and was extreme zealous for the Catholick Intereſt, 
and ſaid he was very glad to hearof my forwardneſs to vindicate them ; and thought I was the 
only Perſon in England that might be a means to make the Catholique Religion Flourihth in 
thele Kingdoms; and ſaid he cared not what he beſtowed to further my Buſineſs 3. Elys laſt Let. 
ter to me was in theſe Words. |

Do not love to add Afiittion to Affliction, and yet IT cannot but wonder that you 


ſhould ſeek to me either for Relief or Bayl, after ſuch a Requital of my good Oftt- 
ces and Civilities , both in Relation to his Majeſty and my ſelf, you have made it fc 
dangerous to have any thing ts do with you, that common Diſcretion obliges me to keep 
my Diſtance, even againſt my inclinations to a Work of Charity , for 7 do pitty your 
Condition, but to ſend you any fort of Supply, would look as if Twere afraid of you, or 
intended to make uſe of you, but my Integrity hath kept me out of your Power, and as 
to auy manner of Correſpondence T have done with= you. 

Only this Tthink I might ſecurely do for youz Monſieur Choqueux was lamenting 
the ill kate of your Health, and 1moved him to take ſome care of you, that way, but his 
Anſwer was that he did not know what Conftruttion might be made of it, but I am per- 
ſwaded that if you ſhould write to him ſmh a Zetter , as might ſecure him from being 
miſinterpreted, by ſome acknowledgment of what he hath already done for you, and ſuch 
Declarations under your Hand as.might be an Evidence that it was at your own inſtance, 
aud only in Order to your Recovery, 7 do not know T ſay but you might prevail with him, 
to goon with your Care ; Conſider the goodneſs of God to you, to give you time to repent 
of your Wickedneſs, and ſet about it (rien in which good Deſign God aſſiſt youthrough 
the Mercies of Chriſt Feſus.

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' After I had received this Letter of Elys, Captain Richardſon ſent for me, and ſaid he was in- 
tormed that ſeveral Perſons had been to ſpeak with me, 1 told him Colonel Manſel, -and-ano- 
ther Perſon had been with me, and likewiſe ſome Catholiques, and then he bid me fetch my 
Linnen, and remoyed meout of the Preſs-yard into the Maſter-ſide Debtors; from whence I 
was ordered to appear the ſecond time before the Lords of his Majeſties moſt honourable Privy 
Councel; his Majeſty being then likewiſe preſent; wheremy Affidavit which was taken apon 
Oath before Mr. Juſtice Bridgeman beg read, and the Lords were then many of Opinion, that 
Ely was the main Perſon, which did inſtigate me to draw up thoſe ObjeCtions againſt the -Po- 
Piſh Plot; this Account being more large than the Affidavit, not having then ſo much time 
to recollect my Memory, fo fully as I haye-ſince done; and this I have performed with all due 
Reſpectto the Perſons concerned, without clamorous and abuſive Refleftions; and with Conſci- 
enceto the Truth, without wronging any Perſon in theRelation, and though Z'eſtrange has fo 
zroſly abuſed me in his lying and ſcandalous Dialogue, yerl only plainly lay down the matter of 
Fact; andthe ſeveral Intrigues and Diſcourſes that paſt betwixt us, and as near as Icould re- 
member the very Words, and leaveit freely to the Judgment of any unbiaſt Perſon; whether 
L'eſtrange be ſo innocent, or made ſo ſlight a matter of what I ſaid to him, as he publiſhes in 
his Caſe, inſerting in it what he pleaſes, and many times mentioning Perſons with us, when 

there werenone, which is but a ſmall Fault, but he confounds the whole Series of the Diſcourſe 
which T had with him; as is fufficiently evident and perſpicuous to any Perſon that will be at ſo 
much Pains, as to compare my Account with his Dialogue; and though he may have more Wit, 
I' am ſurehe has not ſo much Honeſty in the Relation. | 

- Since | was committed to Newgate, the laſt Term a Habeas Corpus was brought for me, to ap- 
pear at the Kings Bench, where 1 moved my Lord Chief Juſtice Scroggs, that I might beremoved 
tothe Kings Bench ; and upon my motion to the Judges I was committed to the Priſon of the 


Court; And no farther faith,
